not wish to continue this insurance. Despite this notification, 
when he received his recent check, the additional $64.00 was 
deducted. | | stated he called the SOCIAL SECURITY 

ADMINISTRATION and did not receive satisfaction. After this, he 
called the "ST. PETERSBURG TIMES" newspaper and several locally 
elected officials, but none of them could help him. 

Followi ng the se calls, and after drinking an unknown 
amount of liguor, | j became very upset and called Congressman 

C.W. "Bill" YOUNG'S St. Petersburg office and demanded that they 
help him. After getting what he considered the runaround by 
Congressman YOUNG'S office, he told them that if they did not get 
his money back for him, he was going to go out and buy a gun and 
shoot Congressman YOUNG and anyone who works for him. | | 

stated he made this threat to get the attention of the 
Congressman, so he could get some help with this matter. He 
stated he never had any intention of carrying out this threat, 
that he owns no guns, and "would not hurt a flea."
